DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8, 1 0-1 9, 21 -25, 28, 29, 31 , and 33-35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
amended independent claim 1 to associate a set of message types based on a topic of 
a specific defined community and a role of a member within that specific defined 
community. The message type associated with the topic and the role of the member is 
a message template. A message is filtered and sent to the member using the role of 
the member and the topic to apply the appropriate message template before sending 
the email. This is not taught or suggested by the prior art. Similar reasons for 
allowance are applied to independent claims 14, 25, and 29.
